To alter and amend an Act of the Parliament ol Ireland, 
made in the Ninth year of his late Majesty King Geobge 
the Second, for more effectually preventing Clandestine 
Marriages.

'in the Ninth year of his late Majesty King Geoege the 
Second, fur more effectually preventing Clandestine Marriages, it is 
amongst other things enacted, That all Marriages and Matrimonial 
j Contracts, where either of the Parties is under the age of Twenty-one 
Years, had or entered into without the consent of the Father (if living) in 
writing under his hand first had and obtained, or if he be dead, of the 
Guardians or Guardian of such Party or Parties in like manner first 
had and obtained, may under'the provisions of tile said Act be annulled 
and declared void by the proper Ecclesiastical Court, as in tl.e said Act 
is set forth ; but the said Act has omitted to provide a Remedy m raise 
the Father or Guardians or Guardian to be appointed by him, o, the 
person of his Minor Child or Children shall be non compos mentis or 
beyond the seas, or in case such Guardians or Guardian shall un- 
reasonably, or from undue motives, refuse or withhold his her or their 
J consentto a proper Marriage ; Kt£ ft therefore CtnatKS, byTheKlNGs 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commous, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT in case the lather 
20 or Fathers of the Parties to be married, or one of them, so under the 
aue of Twenty-one Years as aforesaid, or the Guardians or Guardian 
whose consent shall be necessary to the Marriage of such Party or 
Parties, then being under the age of Twenty-one Years, shall be non 
compos mentis, or the Father or Fathers of such Parties or Party shall 
be in parts beyond the seas, having been continually absent from the 
United Kingdom for the space of Six calendar Months: orm case such 
Guardians or Guardian of the Person so appointed by the Father or 
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Fathers as aforesaid, whose consent is mails necessary by the said Act 
to the Marriage of such Party or Parties, being under the a»e of 
Twenty-one Years, shall be in parts beyond the seas, or shall unreason- 
ably, or from undue motives, refuse or withhold his her or their consent 
to a proper Marriage, then it shall be lawful for any such Person or 
Persons under the age of Twenty-one Years, and desirous of being 
married, to apply by Petition to the Lord Chancellor or Person or 
Persons for the time being having the custody of the Great Seal of that 
part of the United Kingdom called Ireland, who is and are hereby 
empowered to proceed in such.Petition in a summary way ; and in case i 
the Marriage proposed shall, upon examination, appear to be proper 
the Lord Chancellor or Person or Persons having the custody of the 
Great Seal aforesaid, shall by his or their order, judicially declare lhe 
same to be so ; and such declaration so made shall he and bo deemed and 
taken to be as good and effectual to all intents and purposes whatever as 
if the Father or Fathers, Guardians or Guardian, of the Person as afore- 
said of the Party or Parties so petitioning as aforesaid, lmd given his 
her or their consent in writing in the manner required by the said Act 
to and before the Marriage of the Person or Persons, being under the 
age of Twenty-one Years, and so petitioning as aforesaid. 
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
